Reason for Allowance 

1 . The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Regarding claims 1-7, and 9-15, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a network device 

comprising: at least two control processors running different protocol stacks; a packet handler 
interposed between the at least one forwarding processor and the at least one ingress interface, 
the packet handler being constructed and arranged to receive a packet from the ingress interface, 
determine if it is bound for one of the at least two control processors, and, if so, direct it to the 
one of the at least two control processors, in combination with other limitations, as specified in 
the independent claims 1 and 9. 

Regarding claims 16-18, and 20-21, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a method for 
operating a data network having control and forwarding elements comprising a step in which the 
packet is determined to be bound for a forwarding element or a control element, in which the 
forwarding element and the control element comprises processors; running one operating system 
on the forwarding element and running a different operating system on the control element, in 
combination with other limitations, as specified in the independent claim 16.
